“But the number of fatalities 
is only part of the picture,” she 
said. “In addition, approximately 
225.000 children were injured 
in trsffic accidents in 1957, ac- 
cording to the National Safety 
Council.” 

Many of these injuries, Mrs. 
McDermott pointed out. will 
leave the youthful victims maim- 
ed or scarred for life. 

"There is no quick, easy 
remedy for this deplorable situa- 
tion on our streets and high- 
ways,” he said. 

“Instead, it will take a long 
range program of public educa- 
tion to bring about a lasting 
improvemejn Motorists must 
come to realize their respon- 
sibility for the lives of unpre- 
dictable children and must ex- 
ercise extra caution when driv- 
ing in areas where youngsters 
may be walking or plaving. And 
parents, too must be made to 
understand the se*ious danger 
Involved, and teach their child- 
ren safety precautions. 

“Many people today do not 
realize that traffic Is the num- 
ber one killer of children be- 
tween the ages of one and 14 ” 

Traffic accidents kill more 
children in this age group than 
any one of the highly-publicized 
childhood diseases. Mrs McDer- 
mott said. 

“Figures for 1958 the most 
recent year for which complete 

statistics are available, show 
that for the one to 14 age group 
there were 3.888 deaths due to 
accidents, ’* he
